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Manhunt under way 
after Tesco ram raid

BUNGLING ram raiders crashed a 
JCB into their own getaway vehicle in 
a failed attempt to steal a cashpoint 
from Tesco. 

A major police hunt is under way 
for three men after the gang rammed 
the digger into the store in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket, in a botched late- 
night raid. 

These pictures show the damage 
caused by the ram raiders who struck 
at about 3.15am on Sunday. 

The men used the caterpillar track 
digger to plough into the side of the 
supermarket in an attempt to wrench 
the ATM from the wall. 

But the bungling crew failed to get 
their target and swung the bucket of 
the ICB into a white van which was in 
the car park - which they were using 
as an escape vehicle. 

During the raid, they were disturbed 
by members of staff and fled, leaving 
the cash machine behind. 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman said: 
“It is understood that a white van at 
the scene was used by the offenders.” 

Police said it was not known at this 
stage if any other property or cash was 
taken. 

No-one was injured during the in¬ 
cident but significant damage was 
caused to the property and a police 


cordon was in place, officers said. 

Two of the men were seen running 
off in the direction of disused land 
adjacent to the store, and a third ran 
across the car park towards Fordham 
Road. 

A spokesman for Tesco told the 
News : “Our store was open and trad¬ 
ing as usual on Sunday, and this is 
now a matter for the police. 

“We will of course be helping them 


with their investigation in any way we 
can.” 

He declined to comment on how 
much the damage caused would cost 
the store. 

Residents took to Twitter to express 
their astonishment at the brazen raid 
which some described as “unbeliev¬ 
able”. 

The latest ICB ram raid comes after 
a gang carried out a bank ram raid in 


Kimbolton, near Huntingdon, using a 
digger. 

They were jailed for a total of 20 
years last week.

Mixed views on revised 
proposals for 400 homes

REVISED plans for more than 400 
houses at Hatchfield Farm, on the 
edge of Newmarket, have been met 
with a “mixed” response after a pub¬ 
lic exhibition this week. 

Edward Stanley, 19th Earl of Derby, 
submitted proposals for up to 1,200 
homes in Fordham Road in 2010 but 
the development was rejected by the 
Secretary of State in 2011 after a High 
Court battle and a lengthy appeal. 

Initial plans have now been drawn 
up for a much smaller development 
with four options to include 400 or 
600 homes with or without associat¬ 
ed employment which the report at 
the exhibition said was “significantly 
reduced” compared to the previous 
scheme. 

More than 70 people attended the 
exhibition to view the proposals. 

A spokeswoman for Lord Derby 
told the News: “So far we have had 
almost 70 people attending. 

“The response has been mixed 
with some people more positive due 
to the reduced housing numbers, 
others still with concerns over as¬ 
pects of the proposals. 

“We will do a fuller assessment at 
the end of the process and when we 
have the comment forms back.” 

The suggested homes would be 
built at a rate of around 50 houses 
a year, so construction would not 


be completed until the 2020s if the 
scheme went forward. 

The employment portion could be 
used as a business park for equine 
firms but the News understands it 
will not include retail elements. 


Bob Sellwood, of Sellwood Plan¬ 
ning, said: “It is very flexible at the 
moment so it is up to what kind of 
employment the people of Newmar¬ 
ket think they want. The core strategy 
for the whole of Forest Heath expects 


the council to find five hectares of 
employment land in Newmarket and 
there isn’t a lot of space for that in the 
centre.” 

The original scheme was bitterly 
opposed by many residents who 
formed the Save Historic Newmarket 
Action Group (SHNAG) to fight the 
plans, as well as high profile racing 
and breeding organisations includ¬ 
ing Tattersalls and Godolphin. 

Mr Sellwood said: “The reason it 
is a bit smaller is Lord Derby got the 
message that the people of Newmar¬ 
ket didn’t want something of that 
size.” 

The exhibition said the previous 
application was refused on grounds 
of “prematurity” as Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council’s core strategy had not 
yet been published, which would 
indicate the housing need in the dis¬ 
trict. 

Lord Derby intends to submit a 
planning application by the end of 
the year. There will be a further pub¬ 
lic exhibition in the autumn. To have 
your say and to view the plans go to 
www.hatchfieldfarm.co.uk.

Our town NEEDS 
this Free School 

THERE are numerous arguments to 
support the idea of a Free School 
for Newmarket and outlying 
villages. 

Parents in this area are limited in 
their options for secondary schools. 
Demographic shifts indicate 
existing primary schools will be 
full to maximum capacity in the 
near future and students entering 
secondary school will be competing 
for an ever-decreasing number of 
spaces. 

Already the closure of the middle 
schools has put a financial and 
spatial strain on primary schools in 
the area. Little thought has been 
given to the prospect of what will 
happen in a few years' time when 
a growing population of children 
reaches secondary school age. 

At the moment, approximately 
half of all parents of children 
leaving primary education have 
secured places for them outside of 
Newmarket. 

This also means thousands 
of pounds per child are leaving 
this town every year as children 
continue their education outside. 
The Free School would assure that 
a large percentage of that money 
would remain here. Right now, two 
perfectly good middle school sites 
remain unused. Why not use one of 
them for a new school? 

The lack of choice has frequently 
resulted in parents resorting to 
desperate measures in order to 
secure a decent education for 
their children. Many parents 
are willing to pay bus fares for

children attending schools outside 
Newmarket, while some actually 
move house in order to be in the 
catchment area of their desired 
school. But what choice is there 
for parents who cannot afford to 
move house or cover the cost of 
transportation fees? 

Parents have a right to obtain 
the best education possible for 
their children and that education 
should be accessible to all, and they 
shouldn't have to leave Newmarket 
to get it. 

There has been so much debate 
about more supermarkets and new 
homes, yet so little talk about our 
children's education. What is more 
important? Furthermore, a new 
school would also bring more jobs 
to the community. 

As the parents of a son in year 
three, my husband and I strongly 
support the prospect of a Free 


School. 

The proposed curriculum and 
structure are appealing for parents 
like us who seek a more academic 
structure for their child's education 
and it reflects the demands and 
wishes of parents in the Newmarket 
area. 

This is evidenced in the large 
turnouts of parents attending the 
Free School forums who support 
the proposed plans for a Free 
School. 

The Free School organisers 
have been very professional and 
pro-active from the outset, clearly 
presenting their ideas and strategies, 
answering queries and genuinely 
listening to parents' concerns. 

I feel confident that they can 
deliver on their promises and 
give us what Newmarket so badly 
needs. So if you haven't signed up 
already, please do so and support 


the Free School in Newmarket.

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Pioneer of tourism in 
the city dies aged 90 


A PIONEER who led guided tours in 
Cambridge and East Anglia for 35 years 
and went to university aged 72 has 
died. 

Isobel Bryant struck out as one of 
Cambridge’s first private tour guides 
in the late 1960s, whilst living in New¬ 
market. 

And when the city council opened 
its tourist office in 1973, she offered 
to teach new guides as well as set and 
mark their exams. 

The mother-of-three boys earned 
herself a blue badge and continued giv¬ 
ing tours until 2001. 

Her son fohn, 69, who lives in Newn- 
ham, Cambridge, said he would pick 
her up after sessions and see the effect 
she had on her audience. 

He said: “There would nearly always 
be rounds of applause and if there were 
Latin people they would be hugging 
her.”

John said Isobel had excelled while 
representing Newmarket on Anglia 
Television’s Contest show in the 1960s, 
which tested teams’ knowledge of the 
region, and it was this that had encour¬ 
aged her into guiding. 

He said she was so committed to 
tour-guiding because she was good at 
it. He added: “She was very good at re¬ 
membering all these facts, she was in¬ 
terested in history. She went to Anglia 
Polytechnic to study the history of art 
at the age of 72 so she was always inter¬ 
ested in history. 

“I think finding out on the televi¬ 
sion programme on Anglia that she 
was very good at it was the spur. 
She just realised it was her forte 
really.” 

Isobel founded Heritage Tours and 
much of her business came from her 


place in the Europe on $5 a Day guide¬ 
book. 

Isobel moved to Newmarket after her 
marriage to Doug in Edinburgh in 1941 
and after a spell in Norfolk, they lived 
in Newmarket until 1962 and moved 
to Swaffham Prior. She lived in the vil¬ 
lage until she moved into a care home 
in 2007. 

She began to welcome paying guests 
into her home from the 1960s and went 
on to become the first inspector of the 
Wolsey Lodges, a not-for-profit bed 
and breakfast company established by 
the East Anglia Tourist Board in 1981. 

John said his mother was travelling 
25,000 miles a year in the role - and she 
continued to do so until she was made 
to retire aged 72. 

Isobel was born in Mexico and went 
to Edinburgh University to study den¬ 
tal surgery. 

She died on May 31 aged 90. 


Alcohol misuse a police priority

That’s why, 
throughout July I will be fo¬ 
cusing my attention on the 
significant issue of alcohol 
misuse. 

“My main objective as 
PCC is to make Suffolk a 
safer place in which to live, 


work, travel and invest and 
I see that focusing on alco¬ 
hol issues will help alleviate 
a lot of the crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour across Suf¬ 
folk. 

To gauge the impact of 
alcohol on crime in the 
county, from July 1 all de¬ 
tainees will complete a sur¬ 
vey aimed at understanding 
to what extent alcohol was 
involved in alleged offences.

After the struggling col¬ 
lege was placed into spe¬ 
cial measures by Ofsted 
earlier this year, Inspec¬ 
tor Ian Middleton visited 
the college on lune 11 
to monitor progress and

Deputy principal Nick 
Froy told the News: “We 
feel that we have made 
progress from the inspec¬ 
tion and will continue to 
work hard to secure the

best possible outcomes 
for the young people of 
Newmarket. 

“We remain optimistic 
that the results in GCSE 
and A-level in the sum¬ 
mer will validate the 
work done and underpin 
further improvements 
planned for the coming 
academic year.” 

According to Mr Froy, 
the inspector felt the ac¬ 
tion plan addressed the 
vital issues and the sug¬ 
gestions made are already 
being implemented. 

The inspector also sup¬ 
ported the college’s de¬ 


cision to hire two newly 
qualified teachers in 
Maths and PE/Dance for 
September but has said 
it cannot hire any more 
before its next inspection. 

Mr Froy added: “Mr 
Middleton was pleased 
with what he saw and 
commented on the active 
and engaging learning 
he observed in the class¬ 
rooms. 

In his report, Mr Mid¬ 
dleton identified key 
areas of weakness as 
achievement, teaching, 
behaviour and safety as 
well as leadership and 
management. 

He said: “Evaluations 


of teaching are beginning 
to take greater account of 
the impact on students’ 
progress and achieve¬ 
ment. 

“A wider range of evi¬ 
dence, including lesson 
’drop-ins’, work scrutiny, 
students’ views, parents’ 
views, in addition to les¬ 
son observations are 
helping to tailor profes¬ 
sional development to 
teachers’ needs more ef¬ 
fectively.” 

However recommenda¬ 
tions were made to add 
attainment targets for all 
subjects and to indicate 
where specific groups will 
be expected to improve. 


Arrests 
after drug 
raids in 
district 


FOUR people were arrested 
following a week of action 
to combat acquisitive and 
drug-related crime across 
the district. 

Officers swooped on an 
address in Howard de Wal¬ 
den Way on lune 28 where 
they arrested a 30-year-old 
man, 21-year-old man and 
a 17-year-old woman, all 
from the Newmarket area. 

They were taken to Bury 
Police Investigation Cen¬ 
tre but later released with 
a caution for posession of 
cannabis. A 24-year-old 
man at the property was 
also arrested as he was 
found to be wanted by 
Cambridgeshire and Met¬ 
ropolitan Police. 

Western Policing Com¬ 
mander Chief Insp Kim 
Warner said: “Despite the 
falling crime rate in Suf¬ 
folk, I wanted to send out 
a warning to criminals 
across Suffolk that we will 
not tolerate their behav¬ 
iour and we will continue 
to run operations like these 
that target and prosecute 
offenders whenever pos¬ 
sible. 

“We are very pleased 
with the results of the week 
and officers are now car¬ 
rying out more enquiries, 
and intelligence gathered 
during the operation will 
help us as we continue to 
target those involved in the 
supply of drugs and sus¬ 
pected of handling stolen 
property in the west.” 

Officers conducted three 
other warrants in Bury St 
Edmunds, stopped over 40 
vehicles and seized over 80 
wraps of crack cocaine and 
over £1,000.

Courtney is extremely active 
and enjoys dance, art, wheel¬ 
chair basketball as well as her 
love of singing. She believes 
singing has helped her with 
speech, coordination and con¬ 
fidence which she wanted to 
share with others. 

Courtney said: “Because I 
speak the way that I do some¬ 
times people think that I have 
a mental problem, which is not 
true. Sometimes people are not

able to see past my disability 
and see me as a regular teen¬ 
ager. 

“Anyone with any type of dis¬ 
ability can join my choir. I hope 
everyone who lives in the lo¬ 
cal area with disabilities would 
like to join, make music, make 
friends and have lots of fun.” 

The choir will be run by staff 
at Mildenhall College, where 
Courtney has just completed 
her GCSEs. 

Jane Sayer, a music teacher at 
the college, has already been re¬ 
cruited to act as the choir mas¬ 
ter. 

She said: “The project is a fan¬ 
tastic idea. Courtney absolutely 
loved music when she was at 
school. She threw herself into 
every musical activity she possi¬ 
bly could and the main one was 
the choir. 

“She used to call it her happy 
place - somewhere where her 
disability disappeared and she 
fitted in with everybody and she 
felt totally happy.” 

The pair have written a spe¬ 


cial song together for the choir 
to sing, which is called ‘Colours 
of the Wind’. 

The charity Fixers helps 
young people to address their 
chosen issue by providing them 
with the resources they need to 
make their project a success. 

Fixers is a trademark of the 
Public Service Broadcasting 
Trust (PSBT). Chief executive 
Margo Horsley said: “Fixers 
started in 2008 as just an idea... 
an idea given a voice by over 
7,800 young people over the 
past five years. 

“Fixers are always courageous 
and their ideas can be challeng¬ 
ing and life-changing, not just 
for themselves.”

It’s time to stop 
sexual violence

A CAMPAIGN to raise awareness of 
sexual violence is to be extended fol¬ 
lowing the success of the first year. 

Suffolk and Nofolk police launched 
the Time to Stop campaign in June 
2012 to raise awareness of the issues 
and law around rape and sexual as¬ 
sault among young women and men 
aged between 17 and 24, who sta¬ 
tistics show are most likely to be af¬ 
fected, and to sign-post victims to the 
services available. 

The Suffolk Police website has 
since seen a 323 per cent increase in 
visitors to its rape safety advice sec¬ 
tion. 

Det Chief Insp Bernie Morgan said: 
“When we launched the Time to Stop 
campaign a year ago, we gave an as¬ 
surance that we would continue to 
do all we could to not only reduce the 
number of people affected but also to 
improve confidence among victims 
to come forward to police - and 
that stance has not changed. 

“We have been encour¬ 
aged by the increasing num¬ 
ber of people who we know 
are looking for this kind 
of information online and 
we intend to build upon 
all the good work from the 
first year, to ensure victims 
can access the right help at the 


right time and to improve public un¬ 
derstanding of the law.” 

While reported offences in both 
counties fell during the period, the 
crime remains under-reported and 
Suffolk Constabulary, with the sup¬ 
port of the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, have renewed their commit¬ 
ment to improving victim confidence 
in reporting. 

Suffolk Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Tim Passmore said: “Serious 
sexual offences are under-reported 
in Suffolk and I am determined that 
this situation will improve. We need 
to work together to ensure that sup¬ 
port is available so that victims feel 
confident to speak out. 

“I am steadfast in my commitment 
to work with the Chief Constable and 
partners across the county to prevent 
and respond to domestic, sexual and 
‘honour’ based abuse and I fully sup¬ 
port the ‘Time to Stop’ campaign.” 

Officers have held promotion¬ 
al events in Newmarket and 
Haverhill and provided online 
information and advertising 
in pubs, clubs and on local 
radio.

Horse rescued 
after getting 
stuck in ditch 


A HORSE was rescued 
from a ditch after getting 
stuck while apparently in 
search of shade. 

Fire crews were called 
to Prickwillow Road in 
Isleham at 7.25am yes¬ 
terday to help the grey 
horse which was stuck in 
a deep ditch at the edge 
of the field. 

A vet was called to 
sedate the horse and 
firefighters, including 
specially trained animal 
rescue personnel, used 
short ropes to begin re¬ 
leasing the horse from 
the mud. 

Because the horse was 
wedged tightiy in the 
ditch, crews were assist-

ed by a farmer using drag 
techniques to rescue the 
animal, which was left in 
the care of a vet after a 
two-hour struggle. 

Russell Metcalfe, ani¬ 
mal rescue specialist at 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, warned 
animal owners to make 
sure the area where ani¬ 
mals graze is safe and 
free from hazards. 

He said: “In hot weath¬ 
er, animals will often 
look for shady places or 
spots where they can 
cool down, like water- 
filled ditches, dykes 
and ponds. We’re urging 


farmers, horse owners 
and other pet-owners to 
make sure ditches and 
places of open water are 
effectively fenced off to 
avoid any animals get¬ 
ting stuck.” 

He added: “This was a 
particularly difficult res¬ 
cue because the horse 
was extremely wedged 
in.” 

Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue will be run¬ 
ning animal rescue dem¬ 
onstrations and offering 
advice to owners at an 
open day at Isle Veteri¬ 
nary Group, in West Fen 
Road, Ely, on Sunday 
which runs from 11am 
until 2pm.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

Cycle routes suggested 


A NEW network of direct and orbital cycle 
routes should be built around Cambridge at 
an estimated cost of £200 million, according 
to a campaigner. 

Robin Heydon, a committee member of 
Cambridge Cycling Campaign, has proposed 
the construction of 125 miles of new or im¬ 
proved bike tracks because he said existing 
cycleways were not good enough and too 
confusing. 

The proposed solution includes 12 radial 
routes out of the city centre, like a clock face, 
linked by five orbital cycleways. 

One route would connect the city to Bur- 
well, Reach, Lode and the Swaffhams as well

as looping through villages as far afield as 
Cambourne, Willingham, Six Mile Bottom and 
Duxford. 

Mr Heydon estimated the project would 
cost £200 million. The idea emerges just days 
after the Cambridgeshire Cycling Summit, 
where the need for better routes was high¬ 
lighted as a priority if the Tour de France’s 
visit to the county next year is to have a lasting 
legacy on the region. 


Cllr Ian Bates, Cambridgeshire council’s 
cabinet member for growth of planning, said 
he was looking to deliver a “step change in cy¬ 
cling provision” in Cambridgeshire. 

Cllr Bates said: “We take on ideas put for¬ 
ward by residents and organisations such as 
the cycling campaign, where possible, and 
some of these have led to proposals in our 
existing plans. Cambridgeshire is the cycling 
capital of Britain but we know we can do bet¬ 
ter.” 

He added: “We will look carefully at the pro¬ 
posals that have been put forward and if we 
can use some of the ideas, we will certainly try 
to.”

G IGGLING infectiously as they 
run hand-in-hand across the 
lush lawns of Bourn Hall, twins 
Bryony and Imogen Sandhurst look 
like your typical boisterous 4-year- 
olds. But the carefree sisters, dressed 
in their prettiest frocks for the 
occasion, are really rather special. 

Toddling yards behind them, 
desperate to join in the fun, is their 
sister Eliza, who is three years younger. 
Remarkably, despite the age difference, 
the siblings are technically triplets, 
their embryos fertilised at the same 
time at Bourn Hall Clinic. 

Looking on, parents Clive and 
Lindsay are rightly proud of their 
precious brood, having been to the 
brink of despair and back on their 
journey for their much longed-for 
family. “We always wanted children 
and started trying soon after we 
married, which was 10 years ago now,” 
says Lindsay, 39. 

After two years of trying for children 
without success, the Haslingfield 
couple, who met while working 
in software design at Siemens in 
Cambridge, were referred to hospital 
for tests, where Lindsay had a 
laparoscopy to identify any problems. 
“This showed I had a dermoid cyst on 
one of my ovaries,” she recalls. “The 
doctor explained it was unlikely to be 
affecting my fertility and as it was not a 
threat to my health, there was no point 
surgically removing it at that time.” 

Another referral followed, this time 
to the fertility clinic at The Rosie 
Hospital in Cambridge, and the couple 
were put on the IVF waiting list. In 
the meantime, Lindsay was given 
the drug Clomid to induce ovulation 
and boost her fertility. However, the

side effects soon became debilitating. 
“After two months the headaches were 
unbearable, so I couldn’t see this being 
the right option for us. I said to Clive 
that we should give Bourn Hall a call 
and see what they could do.” 

It was July 2006 when the couple had 
their first consultation at the clinic, 
which was founded back in 1980 by the 
pioneers of IVF - Patrick Steptoe and 
Professor Robert Edwards - famously 
responsible for the birth of the first ‘test 
tube’ baby Louise Brown. 

Fortunately, the specialists were able 
to pinpoint the Sandhursts’ fertility 
problem. A semen analysis revealed 
that Clive, 50, had a high number 
of antibodies in his sperm, causing 
them to clump together or ‘aggulate’, 
reducing the chance of conception. 
This is usually caused when the blood- 
testis barrier is breached, in Clive’s

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case most likely through a cricketing 
accident. Once the barrier has been 
broken, it means the immune system 
can gain access to the sperm and form 
antibodies, attaching to the sperm and 
impairing its mobility “It was good to 
know what the problem was and that 
there was a way forward, because the 
NHS tests had come back normal,” 
says Clive. “It didn’t really matter who 
the problem lay with as we knew IVF 
would move things forward for us.” 

The Sandhursts’ first cycle of 
IVF yielded 11 eggs, of which five 
successfully fertilised. Two of the 
embryos were transferred to Lindsay’s 
womb and three were frozen. Then 
came the agonising wait. 

Fortunately for the Sandhursts 
there was good news. “At the seven- 
week scan there was a heartbeat and 
we were thrilled,” Lindsay recalls 
with a smile. “It was so exciting to be 
pregnant.” 

However, the excitement was 
short-lived when at the 12-week scan 
Lindsay and Clive were told their baby 
no longer had a heartbeat. “We were 
devastated. The miscarriage was really 
hard to take, especially as we had 
already been through the IVF process 
to get pregnant in the first place,” 
remembers Lindsay. “It was especially 
hard because we were quite a way 
along and I hadn’t had any symptoms 
of miscarriage.” 

The couple went through a grieving 
process and gave themselves time 
to recover from the tragedy. Aware 
it could affect the number of eggs 
collected in future rounds of IVF, 
Lindsay had the dermoid cyst removed 
from her ovary in fanuary 2007. 

“We gave ourselves time to recover 
and we bought a puppy,” Lindsay 
smiles. “Belle!” Imogen and Bryony 
almost sing in unison. “She’s a golden 
cocker spaniel and is lovely, so that 
diverted our attention for a bit. She 
was very good, very therapeutic.” 

By the summer of 2007, the couple 
felt ready to start again, using the 
embryos that had been frozen, but 
sadly, after embryo transfer, Lindsay 
didn’t fall pregnant. 

Though bruised by the setback, the 
couple were determined not to give 
up on their dream of having a family, 
so in November returned to Bourn 
for a fresh cycle of IVF. This time it 
produced 19 eggs, seven of which were 
successfully fertilised. Two embryos 
were transferred and in fanuary 2008, 
they had the best belated Christmas 
present - news Lindsay was pregnant 
with twins. 

“It was a great present, although I 
admit I was very nervous throughout 
my pregnancy because of the previous 
miscarriage and then the additional 
complication of twins. We didn’t want 
to count our chickens, and there wasn’t 
that much excitement until the end,” 
says Lindsay. 

“We didn’t want to take anything 
for granted,” adds Clive. “I think 
unfortunately if you’ve never had 
problems people just assume you 
can get pregnant and that’s the end 
of it, whereas actually anything can 
go wrong at any stage and the whole 
process is so fragile.” 



Though she developed gestational 
diabetes towards the end of her 
pregnancy, so had to stick to a special 
diet and inject insulin, Lindsay went 
on to deliver her gorgeous healthy 
girls Bryony and Imogen by Caesarean 
section on September 4, 2008. 

Recalling the magical moment 
when she held her beloved babies 
for the first time reduces Lindsay to 
tears. After years of disappointment 
and heartache, it seemed a miracle 
the girls were finally here. “It was 
overwhelming, it really was,” she says, 
fighting back the emotion as she rocks 
Eliza on her knee. “I just couldn’t 
believe it. Obviously your hormones 
kick in and that makes it doubly worse 
as you’re constantly crying in your bed; 
the nurses would come up and ask if I 
was alright, but I was just crying with 
happiness.” 

The twins are non-identical; Imogen 
is fair and blue-eyed like her mum and 
Bryony is dark and brown-eyed like 
her dad, who is Anglo-Indian. “When 
they’ve got their swimming caps on 
it’s pretty tough to tell them apart as 
facially, they’re so similar,” says Clive. 

Though happy with their miracle 
girls, Lindsay and Clive still had five 
frozen embryos at the clinic, so in 2011 
decided to give IVF one more go in the 
hope of producing a little brother or 
sister for the twins. “It’s very hard not 
to think of them as babies,” explains 
Clive. “We both decided there was no 
way we could let them perish, because 
you can’t keep them frozen forever.” 

“We’d been through a tough time 
because I’d lost my mum when the 
twins were only 18 months old and 
both Clive’s parents had passed away, 
so it felt sad they weren’t here to enjoy 
them,” says Lindsay. “We felt extremely 
lucky and blessed to have the twins, 
but thought if it was meant to be, it 
was meant to be.” 

Only two embryos survived the 
thaw, but one developed enough to be 
transferred and Lindsay fell pregnant 
with Eliza, who came into the world 
on November 23, 2011. “I just felt so 
lucky to be able to experience a single 
pregnancy and to be able to have Eliza 
naturally as well,” beams Lindsay. 

Watching the lively sisters interact 
with each other and vie for their 
parents’ attention, it’s clear the 
Sandhurst family is now complete - 
and Lindsay and Clive could not be 
happier. “We feel so incredibly lucky. 
Eliza is just wonderful and the twins 
adore her; they love her to bits.” 

Back at Bourn to see the specialists 
who made their dream family a reality, 
the parents know there are no words 
that can ever really express their 
gratitude for what the fertility experts 
and embryologists have done for them. 

“I can’t thank them enough; we’re 
just so lucky they are pioneers in the 
research they do,” says Lindsay. 

“It’s hard to put into words how 
blessed we feel, every day, to have our 
gorgeous girls, and we sometimes feel 
we have been too lucky when we think 
about all the people still striving to 
have a family.”

MONSTERS UNIVERSITY

UNDER the guidance of 
chief creative officer John 
Lasseter, Pixar Studios has 
reigned supreme for 18 years 
as masters of the computer- 
animated fable. 

Toy Story, Finding Nemo 
and The Incredibles affirmed 
animation as a serious art 
form capable of exceeding live 
action blockbusters at the box 
office whiled Up and Toy Story 
3 were both nominated as Best 
Picture and Best Animated 
Feature at successive Academy 
Awards. 

In recent years Pixar has 
lacked some of its trademark 
innovation, returning to past 
glories for inspiration including 
a lack lustre sequel to Cars and 
the forthcoming Finding Dory. 

Monsters University 
continues that trend, conjuring 
a back story to the enduring 
friendship of Mike Wazowski 
(voiced by Billy Crystal) and 
James P Sullivan - aka Sulley 
(voiced by John Goodman) - 
from Monsters, Inc. 

In this colourful and fast- 
paced prequel, director Dan 
Scanlon harks back to Mike's 
childhood when the six-year- 
old ignites his desire to become 
a sea re r. 

Many years later, Mike 


excitedly heads off to 
university to realise his dream. 
There he befriends shy 
roommate Randall 'Randy' 
Boggs (Steve Buscemi) and 
impresses his teachers by 
regurgitating facts from 
textbooks. 

However, classmate Sulley 
gets all of the attention and is 
courted by the Roar Omega 
Roar fraternity and its dashing 
president, Johnny Worthington 
(Nathan Fillion). Eventually, 
Mike snaps and declares war 
on Sulley. The rivals' fates 
rest on an end-of-term exam, 
which must be passed or Dean 
Hardscrabble (Helen Mirren) 
will expel them from the 
course. 

Unperturbed, he joins forces 
with the misfits from Oozma 
Kappa fraternity - tentacled 
mature student Don (Joel 
Murray), lovably naive Scott 


Squibbles (Peter Sohn), 
conjoined siblings Terri (Sean 
Hayes) and Terry (Dave Foley) 
and purple-striped extrovert 
Art (Charlie Day) - to prove 
that every underdog has his 
day. 

Monsters University boasts 
the same appealing cocktail 
of comedy, action and 
touching friendship as its 
predecessor, including some 
lively supporting performances. 
Dialogue zings and Crystal and 
Goodman ease back into their 
roles as if they were putting on 
a favourite pair of old slippers. 

Like previous Pixar releases, 
the main feature is preceded 
by a short. In this instance, it's 
The Blue Umbrella, a delightful 
six-minute love story which 
recounts the first flushes of 
romance between blue and red 
umbrellas on a rain-lashed city 
street.

Counting on 

our butterflies 



SHE'S banged the drum for the Gurkhas, she's 
the ambassador for an initiative to combat 
climate change and waste - but most recently, 
actress and keen gardener Joanna Lumley has 
turned her attentions to the plight of the humble 
butterfly. 

Backing this year's Big 
Butterfly Count, the world's 
biggest survey of butterflies 
organised by Butterfly 
Conservation and Marks & 

Spencer, Lumley explains: 

"I've been fascinated by 
butterflies ever since being 
brought up in the Far East 
where they were, like many 
things there, huge, bright and 
extraordinary. 

"The great heartbreak is to 
see how few there are today. 

Looking out on my garden now, and walking up 
and down it as I do every day, I'm not seeing any. 

"This huge, scientific survey is actually counting 
the effect of mankind upon the natural world." 

The public is being asked to take 15 minutes to 
participate in the count, which runs from July 20 
to August 11 (prime time for butterfly activity), 
to help identify trends in species that will aid 
us in planning how to protect butterflies from 


extinction, as well as understanding the effect of 
climate change on wildlife. 

Butterflies react very quickly to change in 
their environment which makes them excellent 
biodiversity indicators. Butterfly declines are an 
early warning for other wildlife 
losses. Almost three-quarters 
of UK butterfly species have 
decreased in population during 
the last decade, while the 
number of UK's larger moths 
has crashed in the past 40 
years, according to a recent 
reports by a group of leading 
conservation organisations. 

"The predictions are that 
numbers will be down again 
this year," says Butterfly 
Conservation surveys manager 
Richard Fox. 

"As butterflies had such a bad year last year 
because of the wet weather, it's likely that fewer 
offspring will emerge. 

"The Small Tortoiseshell has had eight bad 
years in a row and has declined by 74% since 
1976. The weather last year would have been 
a major contributing factor but there are other 
things going on. They need suitable habitats to 
thrive.” 


This year's cold spring should not have affected 
numbers because cold snaps tend to happen 
when butterflies are dormant, so the insects 
simply come out later, he explains. 

Lumley's own London garden, with its wild 
area of meadow planting at the end, should be 
a haven for butterflies, but she has seen few this 
year. 

"That's quite a good area for butterflies, but 
I've maybe seen three this year," she explains. 

She's nailed a moth overwintering box, 
featuring a nectar column, onto her pear tree, 
but so far it remains empty. 

"Like the bees, suddenly there's been 
something catastrophic happening. Something 
we are doing is wrong. I suspect we have to 
blame it on our methods of farming, but I think 
it's also down to our way of living in our urban 
environment, getting rid of gardens and putting 
down decking, paving stones and tarmac, 
treating our vehicles as more important than our 
creatures." 

Lumley, who is also the M&S sustainability 
champion, has planted many butterfly-friendly 
species in her garden. 

"I love nettles, as do butterflies. We've got a 
tiny cottage in Scotland, on a wild hillside, and 
we have a meadow garden there. It's important 
not to be too tidy in your garden, because 


butterflies love species that aren't necessarily the 
smartest flowers. In London, I have Michaelmas 
daisies, buddleia, lavender, honesty, dandelions. 
Butterflies like all of these." 

She'll be doing two butterfly counts - one at 
her London garden, the other in her Scottish 
retreat - and hopes that she'll have more luck 
during the three-week count than she has so far. 

The Butterfly Conservation offers the 
following tips to attract butterflies to your 
garden: 

■ Choose sunny, sheltered spots when planting 
nectar plants, because butterflies like warmth. 

■ Select different plants to attract a wider 
variety of species. 

■ Prolong flowering by deadheading regularly, 
mulching with organic compost and watering 
well. 

H Don't use insecticides and pesticides which 
kill butterflies and many pollinating insects. 

■ Grow plants which will attract butterflies 
including buddleia, Verbena bonariensis, 
lavender, perennial wallflower, marjoram, phlox, 
nasturtium, escallonia, cone flower, aster, sweet 
rocket, lobelia and herbs including chives, thyme 
and mint.

Huff would jump 
at Citroen chance 


ROB Huff faces a three-way 
battle for a drive with Citroen 
in next year's World Touring Car 
Championship after the French 
manufacturer revealed it will 
enter next year’s series with 
nine-time world rally champion 
Sebastien Loeb. 

The team will run two cars 
next year and Cambridge driver 
Huff, the reigning world cham¬ 
pion, met representatives from 
Citroen in Porto for talks about 
the possibility of him driving 
the other car. 

Next year’s newcomers are 
also talking to his former Chev¬ 
rolet team-mates Yvan Muller 
and Alain Menu. 

“Citroen have made no 
secret of wanting an experienced 
driver to go in their other car and 
partner Sebastien, and they’ve 
made no secret that they’re 
looking at the top three from last 
year,” said Huff. “It’s something 
I’d be very interested in but I’m 
trying not to get too excited 
about it. There are three of us in 
contention for one seat.” 

Huff will have done his chanc¬ 
es no harm in the last two WTCC 
races in Porto, finishing second 
and fifth for the AU-Inkl.com 
Munnich Motorsport team. 

“I’d love to be with Citroen 
but it will be their decision,” he 
said. “I don’t know what they’re 
looking for. Hopefully we’ll get 
to test and do a job that they 
feel is good enough to put me in 
their car for next year.” 

Huff added that he had not 
spoken to his current team 
about the meeting but does not 


expect there to be any problems. 

“Like many privateer teams 
they have big plans but haven’t 
committed to anything yet. 
They would hold no grudges 
against me going back to a 
manufacturer team,” he said. 

■ Oliver Jarvis bemoaned 
the Blancpain Endurance 
Championship’s balance of 
performance rules which 
prevented him from making 
any impression on the top order 
at Paul Ricard. 

The Newmarket racer and co- 
drivers Harold Primat and Chris¬ 
topher Haase have been ham¬ 
pered all season by a limitation 
on the Audi R8 LMS ultra’s top 
speed, a restriction imposed 
by the championship’s 
rules in a bid to make 
competition fair. 

And the same 
thing happened 
again in the third 
round of the champi¬ 
onship with Jarvis and 
his Phoenix Racing co-driv¬ 
ers finishing in 17th place. 

There were seven Audi R8s 
racing in the top pro class on 
Sunday and all of them strug¬ 
gled. The highest placed Audi 
came from the Belgian-based 
WRT team and finished in ninth. 

The BMW Z4 of Marc VDS 
Racing took the win, ahead of 
the Hexis Racing McLaren MP4- 
12C and the JRM Racing Nissan. 

Jarvis, who is 14th in the over¬ 
all standings with Primat and 
Haase, said the lack of speed on 
the straights gives his rivals too 
much of an advantage and it was 



clear early on in Sunday’s race 
that the team would struggle. 

“It was the same old story,” he 
said. “The other cars are passing 
us down the straights and even 
if we’re quicker through the 
corners we can’t overtake. 

“It’s been a frustrating sea¬ 
son and we’re a long way from 
where we should be.” 

Jarvis believes Audi are vic¬ 
tims of their own success with 
the R8 and that the restrictions 
imposed on the car are based on 
past results rather than the car’s 
performance. 

“Audi put a lot into develop¬ 
ing the car and teams have done 
fantastic job with it,” he contin¬ 
ued. “It seems that success 
is working against us. 
It’s not a level playing 
field at the moment.” 

The Audis were af¬ 
fected by the same 
restrictions in the GT 
World Championship 
last year and Jarvis called 

for the FIA and series organis¬ 
ers SRO to make changes before 
the next round later this month, 
the Total Spa 24 Hours. 

“We’re hoping they’ll make 
changes for Spa but we hoped 
they would do that last year but 
they never did,” he said. “It's up 
to the organisers to have a look 
at it. They have the data and it 
should be clear to see. 

“My old team has produced 
a document showing how far 
off we are in a straight line. It’s 
surprising they seem reluctant 
to act on it.”

Queally gets Sovereign ride 


TOM Queally is to team up with 
Michael Bell in search of another 
Group One sprint aboard Sovereign 
Debt in Saturday’s Darley July Cup 
at Newmarket. 

Back in 2009, the Irishman 
caused a 20-1 surprise by winning 
the Diamond Jubilee Stakes aboard 
a spare ride for the Newmarket 
trainer in Art Connoisseur. 

Adam Kirby has been aboard 
Sovereign Debt for his two most re¬ 
cent races, a second to Farhh in the 
Lockinge and a far weaker effort in 
the Queen Anne Stakes. 

However, Kirby will side with this 
year’s Jubilee winner Lethal Force. 

Bell does not have a stable jockey 
at the moment, with Hayley Turner 
recentiy going freelance, while Jamie 
Spencer is expected to be required by 
Qatar Racing elsewhere. 

“Tom Queally has been booked 
to ride,” said Bell. “Jamie’s likely 
to be required at Ascot with his 
retainer, but Tom has won a Group 
One for me before. 

“The intention is to run, but we’re 
hoping Newmarket will put plenty 
of water on the course.” 

Lethal Force is one of two run¬ 
ners from the Clive Cox stable, 
along with Reckless Abandon, put¬ 
ting the Lambourn trainer in an 
enviable position, the only down¬ 
side being that he has to run both 
speedsters in the same race. 

Meanwhile, Mickael Barzalona has 
been handed the exciting spare ride 
on Australian hope Shamexpress. 

There has been something of 
a jockey merry-go-round for the 
mount after the sprinter’s regular 
partner Craig Newitt decided not to 
return to Britain after their outing 
at Royal Ascot. 

Danny O’Brien’s colt was ninth 


to Sole Power in the King’s Stand 
Stakes but his biggest victory so far 
has been at six furlongs, achieved 
in his most recent Australian out¬ 
ing in the Newmarket Handicap at 
Flemington. 

■ John Gosden is delighted to be 
represented by Elusive Kate in 
a small but classy entry for the 
Etihad Airways Falmouth Stakes at 
Newmarket on Friday. 

Only five horses remain in the 
Group One before the final decla¬ 
ration stage, but the Newmarket 
handler feels they are of the highest 
quality. 

Elusive Kate is not the obvi¬ 
ous choice for the race, although 
she was second behind Giofra 12 
months ago and the pair are again 
in opposition. 

Gosden believes Sky Lantern, the 
Qipco 1000 Guineas and Corona¬ 
tion Stakes heroine, has to be the 
one to fear. 

“It’s the smallest and most exclu¬ 
sive Group One you can get. Sky 
Lantern would be the obvious fa¬ 
vourite,” he said. 

“She put up a stupendous perfor¬ 
mance in the Coronation Stakes at 
Royal Ascot and will be very much 
the one to beat. 

“But we are in there with Elusive 
Kate and then there’s a certain filly 
called Duntle, who won the Duke 
of Cambridge Stakes at Royal Ascot, 
so it’s a very smart field, and Giofra 
may well come over from France. 
So, we couldn’t get a more elite field 
than that.” 

■ Bruce Raymond expects Rizeena 
to show star quality should she line¬ 
up in the Duchess of Cambridge 
Stakes at Newmarket on Friday. 

The former jockey, who won this 
race in 1985 on Storm Star, is now
